EAST WINDSOR, CONN.—Preliminary 
steps toward financing the construction of the 
Windsorville & East Hartford St. Ry. Co. 

The incorporators have 
opened books for subscriptions and state that 
the prospects of raising the needed capital 
are fairly good. The charter gives the com- 
pany the right to operate in the towns of 
East Windsor, South Windsor and East Hart- 
ford.
